London, Sept. T2.—The battle of the 
Marne, as the French have christened 
the great struggle which now h ts beep 
In progress for a week in the terri­ 
tory between Paris and Verdun, with 
the Allied armies of France and Eng­ 
land on one side and the Germans on 
the other, has not yet reached a de­ 
risive result. 
The German right, however, in the 
face of superior forces and threatened 
with an outflanking movement, con­ 
tinues to retire to the north along 
the 
route over which 
General 
von 
Kluck made his famous lightning ad­ 
vance on Paris from the belgian bor­ 
der after having deb ated the allies 
at Mons and again at Can.hri and S t 
Quentine. 
With General von Kiln k also, ac­ 
cording to French official reports, the 
right wing of General von Buelow’s 
army, which 
supported his 
left, is 
fallin g back toward the Rivers Aisne 
and Oise. 
On von Buelow’s left the 
J army of the Prince of W urttemberg, 
'which had been trying for weeks to 
break through the French line, also 
has stopped fighting and retired north. 


Fighting W ith Varying Success. 


The German 
left wing, 
however, 
composed of other sections of the 
Prince of W urttem berg's army and 
the army commanded by the German 
crown prince, is still 
fighting 
with 
varying success. The armies, however, 
appear to have passed Verdun, as Ber­ 
lin reports say they have been bom­ 
barding fortified 
positions 
south of 
that fortress. 
A comprehensive French official re­ 
port issued shows that General von 
Kluck got farther east and south of 
Paris than heretofore had been dis­ 
closed, so that his advance was even 
faster than he was given credit for 
making. 
It seems that had the German ar­ 
mies on his left moved anywhere near 
as quickly as he did the battle of the 
Marne might never have been fought. 
However, faced by a strong British- 
French force and with another French 
force advancing from Paris threaten­ 
ing his flank and his communications, 
General von Kluck was compelled to 
withdraw northward and then 
light 
the French on the River Ourcq. 
In 
this fighting, according to the British- 
French reports, a number of German 
guns, hundreds of prisoners and part 
of the German transport were taken. 


Germ ans Deny Defeat. 


The German report, on the other 
hand, says “the war booty was repre­ 
sented by fifty guns and some thou­ 
sands of prisoners.” 
As at first re­ 
ceived this report said the Germans 
admitted defeat and the loss of men 
and guns, but it later was explained 
that this was a telegraphic error. The 
English newspapers decline to accept 
this explanation and insist that the 
admission was really mad4, only to 
be withdrawn later by some superior 
officer. 
In their retirem ent Generals 
von 
Kluck and von Buelow had at their 
heels the French army v. hich they 
went south to fight and which, when 
the Germans started 
to 
fail 
back, 
quickly advanced and took the offen­ 
sive. 
While this fighting must have 
been severe the really hard blows of 
the battle appear to have been struck 
between 
Vitry-le-Francois 
and 
Se­ 
zanne. 
Here the French were drawn up on 
a road over which they could move 
rapidly 
They were attacked repeat­ 
edly by Von Buelow’s right Saxon 
army and the Prince of 
W urttem ­ 
berg’a right. 


Attack French Violently. 


These attacks, which continued un­ 
til Thursday night, were of a most 
violent character, according to 
the 
French report, and were stopped only 
when General Pau got possession of 
the billa north of Sezanne, from which 
bls artillery could command the val­ 
ley down which the Germans would 
necessarily

“In a Batt Ie taking place on a front 
of more than IOO or 150 miles one 
m ust tie very careful not to build too 
high hopes on the results achieved. 
But had this battle been as disastrous 
as,

you with unabated confidence, with a 
certainty that we have only to con­ 
tinue our efforts to bring this war to 
the conclusion which we wish and in­ 
tend. 


Germ an Commerce Destroyed. 


"T h e war has been in progress five 
or six weeks. 
In that time we have 
swept German 
commerce from the 
seas; all our ships, with inconsider­ 
able exceptions, 
are arriving safely 
and punctually at their destinations, 
carrying the com m erce on which the 
wealth and industries and powers to 
make war of this country depend. We 
have transported great numbers of 
soldiers across the seas from all quar­ 
ters of the world to be directed upon 
the decisive theater of the land strug­ 
gle. 
"T h e number of battleships that will 
be completed within the next twelve 
months is more than double the num­ 
ber that will be completed for Ger­ 
many and the number of cruisers will 
be three or four tim es us great. There­ 
fore we may count upon the naval su­ 
premacy of the country being effec­ 
tively maintained. 
"W hat we now have to do is make 
under cover and shield of the navy a 
great army, strong enough to enable 
the country to take its proper share in 
the decision of this terrible struggle. 
To make the assistance of the empire 
effective we should put on the conti­ 
nent and keep there an army of at 
least 1,000,000 men. 
“That figure is well within the com­ 
pass of arrangem ents now on foot. By 
the new year w*e will have an addi­ 
tional 500,000 men ready for the field 
and by the summer of 1915 we will 
have twenty-five army corps in fight­ 
ing shape.

Fighting With Varying Success. 
The German 
left wing, 
however, 
composed of other sections of the 
Prince of Wurttemberg's army and 
the Army commanded by the German 
crown prince, is still fighting with 
varying success. The armies, however, 
appear to have passed Verdun, as Ber­ 
lin reports say they have been bom­ 
barding fortified 
positions 
south of 
that fortress. 
A comprehensive French official re­ 
port Issued shows that General von 
Kluck got farther east and south of 
Paris than heretofore had been dis­ 
closed, so that his advance was even 
faster than he was given credit for 
making. 
It seems that had the German ar­ 
mies on his left moved anywhere near 
as quickly as he did the battle of the 
Marne might never have been fought. 
However, faced by a strong British- 
French force and with another French 
force advancing from Paris threaten­ 
ing his flank and his communications, 
General von Kluck was compelled to 
withdraw 
northward and then light 
the French on the River Ourcq. 
In 
this fighting, according to the British- 
French reports, a number of German 
guns, hundreds of prisoners and part 
of the German transport were taken. 


Germans Deny Defeat. 
The German report, on the other 
hand, says "the war booty was repre­ 
sented by fifty guns and some thou­ 
sands of prisoners." 
As at first re­ 
ceived this report said the Germans 
admitted defeat and the loss of men 
aid guns, but it later was explained 
that this was a telegraphic error. The 
English newspapers decline to accept 
this explanation and insist that the 
admission was really made, only to 
be withdrawn later by some superior 
officer. 
In their retirement Generals von 
Kluck and von Buelow had at their 
heels the French army which they 
went south to fight and which, when 
the Germans started to fall back, 
quickly advanced and took the offen­ 
sive. 
While this fighting must have 
been severe the really hard blows of 
the battle appear to have been struck 
between 
Vitry-le-Francois 
and 
Se­ 
zanne. 
Here the French were drawn up on 
a road over which they could move 
rapidly 
They were attacked repeat­ 
edly by Von Buelow’s right Saxon 
army and the Prince of Wurttem­ 
berg's right. 


Attack French Violently. 
These attacks, which continued un­ 
til Thursday night, were of a most 
violent character, according to the 
French report, and were stopped only 
when General Pau got possession of 
the hills north of Sezanne, from which 
his artillery could command the val­
